It sball not be lawful 
to offer beef for sale in any city 
or town in the province other 
than a licensed butcher unless

obtained and each quarter of 
carcass have been inspected by 
an inspector of stock or 
brand reader, and such hide and 

Baa each quarter have been stamped 

a by the stock inspector or brand 

as reaer with an official stamp 

® authorized by the Minister.” 

The section refers to the sale 

of “beet” ouly, so that it is 

clear that the Act does nt 
apply to the sale of mucton or 
pork by any person at any 
place. As to the sale of beef it 
applies only when it is sold ip 
an incorporated city or town. 

Presumably the restriction was 

put on to prevent beef from 

stolen animals being sold in 
large pluces where detection 
would be difficult, 

If a farmer or other person 
who does not hold a butcher's 
license desires to sell becf in an 
incorporated city or town he 
must, before offering it for sale 
have the hide of the animal 
and each quarter of beefinspect 
ed and stamped _ by astock in- 
spector or a brand reader.

the service of the country but every well informed citizen| 


should know of the governments determination to do ali in its 
powerfor the men who have risked so much in our defence, 
The hospitals commission seek to restore health and strength of 
mind and body of our men; they provide sanitorium for tuber- 
cular and nervous diseases; they provide artificial limbs and 
other appliances; they provide education and training in nearly 
every calling of life in fitting the ex-soldier for a position in the 
industrial or professional world, and finds employment for him. 

The commission speaks for itself in these words: “The 
commission will not rest content, nor should Canada be satisfied 
until every soluier disabled in his country’ 8 service has recovered 
the utmost possible degree of power and energy for success in 
civilian life.” 


“The extent to which this can be dene, depends, however 


only partly on the Commission's wisdom and energy.. It depends 
and very largely on the wisdom and: energy of the 
soldiers themselves. Their excercise of will-power, their 
courage in peace as in war, their determination to succeed in 
spite of physical handicaps, wil] do at least as much to conquer 
their handicaps as avy possible treatment by the most skilltu} 
and conscientious doctors and instructors." 

“Wisdom and energy must: also be shiown: ‘by the public if 
the result of the Commissions work is to belasting When 
the soldier takes his discharge andpasses out to tejoin the ranks 
of his fellow-citizens, they must receive him, not merely with a 
sympathetic welcome that greeted his return to the eountry 
but with concerted and determined measures to find or make 
employment forhim. Every man who offered his life in his 
country’s service must be enabled toserve his country still 
in a position profitable both to it and to him.—as position, too 
in which his restored capacity will be fully employed.” 

“The Commissions duty is to make it possible for him to 
take such a position. To find such a position for him is not only 
a matter for governmental action but a duty to be taken up by 
the whole body of individual citizens.”

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 

‘The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may homestead 
a quarter-section of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Hatry 
by proxy may be made at any Domin- 
ion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is re- 
quired except where residence is per- 
formed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. “ 

Duties—Six months’ residence in 
each of three years after earning home- 
stead patent; also 60 acres extra cul- 
tivation. Pre-emption patent may be 
obtained as soon as homestead ‘patent, 
on certain conditions. 

A settler who-has exhausted ‘his 
homestead right may take a purdhiised 
homestead in certain districts. Price

$300.

Throughout hfs tour of the Russian 
front the British officer in charge of 
the “Britain Prepared” film was moat 
cordially received, ‘The pictures were 
seen by thousands of men. At one 
show there were ten thousand spec- 
tators. Scarcely less warm was the 
reception accorded the officer's sol- 
dier servant, a private. H{e was a fine 
type of a British Tommy, tle picked 
up some Russian and proved most 
popular, as well as an object of uni- 
versal curiosity. On one occasion, 
by request of the general command- 
ing, he was paraded, all by Limsel{, 
before,a company of Russians, who 
gazed upon ‘this visiting warrior with 
rapt attention, to his’ great embarr- 
assment, 

It is not difficult to imagine that 
theveffect of this display of Britisa 
films, and of Russian films iu France 
later, will have a far-reaching effect, 
Certainly it will work for unity am- 
ongst the allies. Displaying the mag 
nitude of British preparations ard 
the magnificence of British fighting 
as will be shown in the famous 
Soinme film, will lend even greater 
confidence to the Russian troops.

Something 
is also’ being done in southern Al- 
berta in the way of ranching. 

Good progress is being made am- 
ong the Indians of Alberta educatior- 
ally. There are thirty-two schools in 
operation, including those in the 
Mackenzie territory, and rangitg 
from day to boarding and industrial 
schools, Most of these are’ uader the 
control of one or other of the relig- 
ious denominations; sixteen are Ro- 
man Catholic, eleven An lican, and 
three Methodist. Surprisingly good 
reports have been sent in as to the 
results obtained in these schools, ard 
one of the most satisfying features is 
that the ex-pupils are continuing to 
show the benefits of their training 
after they have left the schools ard 
gone back home. The total school 
attendance is about 1,200. An inter- 
esting fact in one of the northern re- 
ports is that away up at Fort Reso- 
lution instruction in pliysical exercise 
and military drill is being given the 
Indian boys by the mounted police, 

The annual report of the depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs for the year 
ending March 31 last has just been 
issued. Besides the facts indicated in 
the foregoing it has a mass of infor- 
mation about the progress and popu- 
lation of the native Indians through 
out Canada.

Ouly Supplied to the Troops Under

Wright, of London, Ont., the presi- 
dent of the Dominion Women’s 
Christian Temperance union, has re- 
ceived the following letter froin the 
under-sé€cretary: 

“lam directed to ackuowledge the 
teceipt of your letter, and in reply to 
‘inform you thaf rum is only issued 
to the troops under the © strictest 
supervision, and when considered 
necessary by the general officer com- 
manding, and this only through the 


recommendation of the medical of- 
ficer.”

Drink’s Inroads 
On Foodstuffs 


Britain Must Take Drastic Measures 
With Drink Problem in Order 
to Win the War 


That the economic necessities cre 
ated by thé war call for the prohibi- 
tion of all alcoholic drinks for bever- 
age purposes is scen in the enormous 
wastage of foodstuffs in brewing and 
distulling. In reply to a question in 


stated that, after. careful inquiry re- 
specting the quantities of materials 
used in the production of deer and 
spirits in the United Kingdom, ap- 
proximate figures for the twelve 
months ended September 30 last — 
fwo years after the declacation Jf 
war—showed that nearly two million 
tons of foodstuffs had been diverted 
from the breakfast table to che ocer 
saloon, 

Of barley alone, 1,224,200 tons wee 
used in brewing and distilling; corn 
and other grain amounted to 305,176 
tons; rice, rice grits, flaked rice, 
maize grits, flaked maize, and siwi- 
lar preparations, 65,578 tons, sugar, 
119, tons;“molasscs, 41,115 tous. 
Although home-grown rain was 
largely employed, it is obvious that 
the diversion of these foodstuffs from 
food purposes accounted for an enor- 
mous amount of unnecessary imporis 
and a corresponding strain on mer- 
cantile shipping at a time when the 
shipping problem is so acute. What 
this means in actual shipping tonnage 
was offcially stated in a parliamen- 
tary paper. For the twelve monihs 
covered by these returns, during a 
most crucial period of the war, the 
materials used in the British brewin 
and distilling industries represente 
imports of 2,400,000 measured tons 
of forty cubic feet. Approximatcly 
this is equivalent to one million tons 
net register of shipping. Food is one 
of the determining factors in this 
war, Britain cannot afford to ignore 
the inroads that drink production 
makes on both shipping and food in 


war time.—Toronto Globe. j

It is well, 
therefore, for the consumer to yell 
‘bloody ,murder, or its equivalent, 
soon enough to inform the very ur- 
popular gentlemen | who manipulate 
the squeeze game that there is dan- 
er ahead. The makers of prices can 
e scared oftentimes into price reduc- 
and the government, both state 
ederal, may aid the consumer in 
this battle by starting investigations 
and even prosecutions in case the 
monopoly or conspiracy laws appeac 
to have been violated —Springficld 
Republican.
